Drawings 

1 . Figures 2,3A, 3B, 8 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- 
because only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected 
drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action 
to avoid abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 20-21 ,26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Applicant's admitted prior art (APA). 
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Regarding claim 20, which is representative of claim 26, APA discloses in Figs 
3A, 3B, and 8, an optical part for forming an image on an image sensing device, 
comprising: a first cylindrical member 85 holding a first lens; a second cylindrical 
member 83 holding a second having the same optical axis as said first lens; a third 
cylindrical member for determining the position of said image sensing device in the 
direction of said optical axis; an externally operable first adjusting mechanism for 
continuously adjusting and fixing the position of said second cylindrical member with 
respect to said ' first cylindrical member along said optical axis; and an externally 
operable second adjusting mechanism for stepwise adjusting and fixing the position of 
said third cylindrical member with respect to said first cylindrical member along said 
optical axis, wherein an amount of adjustment by said second adjusting mechanism is 
determined in accordance with a stepwise selectable pivoting angle of said third 
cylindrical member around said optical axis (Page 4; Background of the Invention). 

Considering claim 21 , APA discloses a third adjusting mechanism for fixing said 
image sensing device to said third cylindrical member by pivoting said image sensing 
device on said optical axis (Pages 2-4; Background of the Invention). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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7. Claims 22-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Applicant's admitted prior art (APA) in view of Omi et al (US 5,646,749). 

APA discloses the optical part as discussed above. 

APA does not disclose expressly an electric circuit board for controlling said 
image sensing device; a connecting portion for connecting said electric circuit board to 
an external electric circuit; and a case member for accommodating said components, 
wherein said optical part functions as a scanner head and wherein said optical part is 
used in an apparatus capable of mounting a printhead instead of a scanner head. 

Omi discloses expressly an electric circuit board for controlling said image 
sensing device; a connecting portion for connecting said electric circuit board to an 
external electric circuit; and a case member for accommodating said components, 
wherein said optical part functions as a scanner head and wherein said optical part is 
used in an apparatus capable of mounting a printhead instead of a scanner head (Col 4 
Lines 1-27; Col 6 Lines 15-36). 

APA & Omi are combinable because they are from the same field of endeavor. 

At the time of the invention, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary 
skill in the art to combine Omi with APA. 

The suggestion/motivation for doing so would have been to communicate with 
additional units via the electronic circuit board. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to combine Omi with APA to obtain the 
invention as specified in claims 22-23. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 27-28 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
